Local Option from Midnapore to 
Granum was the slogan of addresses 
delivered here this week by Rev. W. 
G. W. Fortune secretary .of temper- 
ance and moral reform for Alberta. 
Two meetings were held, Tuesday 
nightin the Methodist church, Wed- 
nesday in the Presbyterian church. 
Mr. Fortune told of a visit to Orillia, 
Owen Sound, Bowrunville and other 
leading local option towns of Ontario 
and gave many testimonies from 
merchants of the benefits accruing 
from the abolition of the bar. It has 
been decided that restricted local 
option would not be supported in 
this province and a campaign will be 
inaugurated to have a district in the 
south created from Midnapore practi- 
cally tothe Old Mans river. That 
would make a large section under 
prohibition if the people approved 
and would do away with theobjection 
of one isolated municipality adopting 
it. Several prominent citizens of 
Claresholm who opposed local option 
here have announced their support of 
the larger proposal. It is expected 
that tha rural polls would support it 
strongly and the fight would be in 
the towns. At Wednesdays meeting 
otticers of the town branch were elect- 
ed as follows. Chairman W. P, Tes- 
key; Vice Chairman James McKidney;

While women are rejoicing 
over the wider field of employment 
thus offered them, male workers by no 
means welcome the change, pointing 
out that already out of every 1000 wage 
earners in Austria 450 are women.
